Moore will present Thornton Wilder’s 
Pulitzer Prize play OUR TOWN ©oCo- 
starring Mr. Wilder and Martha Scott. 
This play, originally produced on Broad- 
way February 4, 1938, has taken its place 
in the very top rank of American drama 
written during the century and is, with- 
out question, the most important play of 
the past few years. 

OUR TOWN depicts the life of a New 
Hampshire village—with its humor, pic- 
turesqueness and pathos—set against a 
background of centuries of time, a social 
history and_ religious ideas. As the 
Stage Manager in the drama says: “This 
is the way we were in our growing-up 
and in our marrying and in our doctoring 
and in our living and in our dying.” 
Brooks Atkinson, reviewing OUR TOWN 
in the New York Times writes: “There is 
a fragment of the immortal truth in 
OUR TOWN.

Cape Cod from the air 4000 feet up.. 
weather clear and sunny...... an experi- 
ence which many people on the Cape 
have enjoyed....one which none should 
miss. We toured the Cape by plane the 
other evening about six o‘clock....left 
the Hyannis Airport in a five-passenger 
Stinson Cabin plane piloted by Airport 
Manager Alton B. Sherman ... much 
more comfortable and a greater feeling 
of safety than in the car in which we 
drove to the airport...... no sensation of 
speed after leaving the ground, and in 
no time were leveled off at 1000 and ap- 
proaching The Cape Playhouse.... Sher- 
man circled twice...... from that height 
the Playhouse grounds, including the Cin- 
ema, Resturant, and Gardens, seemed in 
miniature and much more picturesque 
than from the ground. 

We gained altitude, and heading for 
the canal, followed the shoreline past 
Sandy Neck...... very low tide and 
schools of fish close to shore... route 6 
below and to the left like a winding rib- 
bon....toy cars probably going 40 m. 
p.h. seemed only crawling. Small cottages 
on the shores of many little ponds and 
lakes....fishermen in boats—a maze of 
seldom-traveled dirt roads and tiny peo- 
ple looking up and waving—all spread 
out in panorama. 

Over the canal—air speed 138 m.p.h. 
....Visibility over sixty miles....the 
taller buildings of Boston clearly outlin- 
ed on the horizon—no great feeling of 
height—just pleasant relaxation—below, 
the bridges like those children build 
with erector sets—and the steamer go- 
ing through like a toy in the bathtub. To 
the east, Provincetown lay spread out 
like the flat side of a clenched fist, 
while the forearm of the Cape showed

be Wellfleet and Orleans in sharp de- 
tail. 

Swinging west over the _ railroad 
bridge and south past Bourne, Pocasset, 
Monument Beach and Cataumet—Silver 
Beach—looking very silver—over the 
National Guard Camp in Hatchville— 
over the woods—seemingly on the tree 
tops, but probably 1000 feet up—a yellow 
plane from the camp. 

Over Falmouth, Woods Hole, and in 
the distance Martha’s Vineyard—past 
charming Cotuit to Osterville and over 
the Oyster Harbors Club—little inlets 
studded with sailboats of all sizes, but 
all like models—Hyannis ahead, losing 
altitude fast—1000 feet per minute—a 
quick turn about the town—and then a 
smooth landing under Sherman’s expert 
handling. 

Previously among those who claim to 
“know” Cape Cod, we are the first to ad- 
mit that until our flight from the Hyan- 
nis Airport with Al Sherman, we actu- 
ally knew but little of all that Cape Cod 
has to offer in scenic beauty and unusual- 
ly quaint locations.
